It will be noticed that’ the bean 
residue Is derived from the quantity 
of beans required to prepare'six pints 
of.soya benn milk for a family con 
sisting of a bottle-féed baby, two 
older .children and a mother and 
fother—namely 20 ounces, or 144 Ibs. 
(15-leung) of dried soya bean, It 
will nlso be noted that this welght 
of the dry bein takes up a con- 
siderable volume of water {nthe 
course of the preparaton of soya bean 
miik ond that tho wet (but drained) 
residue weighs twice ng much as the 
original dry beans, . 


The. method of. preparation of the 
soya bean cake from the residue left 
after preparing soya bean milk ts as 
follows; , 


Dry and partly cook the wet bean 
residue In n pon. Remove this on 
to a dish or plate for the time being, 
Cook to a syrup the quantities of oil, 
brown sugir and salt given jn table, 
Then stir Into this syrup the partly 
canked bean residue. : 


Now mix together the flour, bicar- 
bonate of soda and calelum ‘carbonate 
and ndd' this to the syrup. and soyn 
beon mixture so that It makes a 
dough, 


Knead up the dough ond rolt out 
into cnltes about 3t$rd inches (about 
24% chuen In Chinese measure) in 
width ond ‘4rd inch (about ¥% chuen 
in ‘Chinese measure) in thickness. 


Bake the cakes In n hot oven for 
three or four minutes, 


The quantities 
about thirty-five cakes welghing nine 
to the pound, The cost including 
labour and fuel, amounts to about 1%

neroas the Atlantic to Ndw York in 
1916. The Allied Powers pro-

Investigation by the Govern- 
ment of the United States, disclosed, 
however, that the “Deutschland” 
was constructed and equipped for 
commercial purposes, and refused to

As to the application of the

~ BUDGET 


Britain’s Stupendous 
Financial Effort 


LONDON, Oct. 2, (British Wire- 
less).—The Budget debate was coh- 
tinued in the House of Commons 
to-day. 

«The Financial Secretery to the 
Treasury claimed that the response 
of the taxpoyers to the budget had 
been truly remarkable and was one 
more sign, if a sign were needed, 
of the determination of the British 
People to contribute in the fnanciat 
sphere to the winning of the war, 

Something like £888,000,000 would 
he obtained as a result of the April 
Budget, and £197,000,000 from tho 
present Budget, : 

Such figures were truly remark- 
able, yct ina full year taxation under 
this budget would produce, not 
£107,000,000, but £226,500,000. 

The new rates of income tax,-sur- 
tax and death dutics were going to 
produce far-reashing changes In. the 
lives of thousands of people, 
Purposo Of Excess Profits Duty 

Increases in Indirect taxntion, too, 
would be borno with resignation, and 
even cheerfulness, by the general 
body of consumers. 

The «excess profits duty had not 
been unexpeeted. It would replace 
the armaments profits duty on which 
the House had spent many hours 
carliee in’ the year, That tox was 
levied only on armament firm’ but 
the new tax would ‘fall upon all 
firms, whether engaged on armaments 
work or not. .It was the right sort 
of thx for war-time. . 

Capt. Crookshank informed tho 
House at the end of Inst week that a 
circular wang sent out to all depart- 
ments reminding them that strictest 
cconomy must be exercised over the 
whole. field of public expenditure 
because of the Imperative necessity 
of husbanding the financial resources 
of the country, so as to make them 
available to the utmost for the pur- 
poses of war, The usunl Treasury 
control might be trusted to be exer- 
clsed to the utmost.

(2) when the capturing vessel is 
wnablo to spare a prize ‘crew to 
take the prize into such a port. 
Rut in all cases, the commander 


is required to remove those on |. 


board, together with the ship 
papera to reach safety. ‘ 

This rulo may bo anid to Kave be- 
come quite goneral at the opening 
of the present Contury and was put 
in practice fn the Russo-Japancso 
war. 

It was further strengthened by 
being embodied in ‘the ‘Hague con- 
vention of 1907, The Hague rule 
concerning treatment of enemy mor- 
chant vessels at tho outbreak of war 
says: ‘They are only Hable to de- 
tention on the understanding that 
they shall be restored after the war 
without compensation, or to be re- 
quisitioned, or aven destroyed, on 
payment of compensation; but in 
auch case provision must be made 
for tho safety of the persons on 
board, as well as the security ‘of the 
ship's papers (Art. 3)."”

LONDON, Oct. 2 (British 
Wireless).—The Ministry of 
Labour announced § that at 
September 11, the total regis- 
tered unemployed were 1,880,- 
928, comprising 1,052,218 wholly 
unemployed, 227,099 temporarily 
laid off, and'61,611 normally in 
easual employment, : 

This was on increase of 09,290 com- 
pared with the month 
467,090 less than w year ogo., . 

Contrary to general expectutions 
unemployment figures show only a 
moderate Increase. Indeed, ut the 
end of the first week of the war, un- 
employment. had increased to” a 
smuller extent than often occurs in 
normal times owing to sragonnl 
causes, : 

Favourable Comparison

However, this is far from being 
the same as saying that all sub- 
marines possess these vicious 
features; no more truco than say- 
ing that ‘all airplanes, their 
counterparts in the air, are deadly.
